DEFEAT OF BIS.UARCK'S-GAG 
BILL. 

Our exclusive talegraphie dispatches 
from Berlin which we place before our 
readers this morning give details of the 
rejection intho Reichstag of Bisscarck's 
parliamentary discipline bill. The re- 
sult of the debate is regarded as an ig- 
nominious defeat for the Government 
■whose future action is watched with 
great aiuciety. The measure, it will be 
remembered, was one which, if passed, 
would have matarially restricted fre- 
dom of speech in dobal-e and was evi- 
dently aimed at Socialists and other 
members of the Reichstag who by the 
oxpressiou e£ their opinious had rou- 
dorcd themselves. obnoxious to the Gov- 
ornmont. That ' the arbitrary provi- 
sionH of the measure met with but lit- 
tle favor outside of the Roichstftg was 
frequently shown by popular d<>:aioii- 
Btrations and that an overwhelming 
majority of the deputies were opposed 
to any attempt to ignore their rights 
their vote emphatically declares. Ris- 
MAncK, doubtless anticipating the fate 
of liis scheme, wiitciicd the division with 
apparent indift'eronce and wh«n the re- 
sult was made known the absence of 
any demonstration by the victorious 
party Avas con.spicuouH. Wikdiioust, 
leader of the Prussian Catholic party, 
stated that he was willing to assist the 
Government in any legitimate under- 
taking for the sujipre.ssion of Socialism, 
but plainly^asserted that he could not 
lend hiuiseif to the means suggested by 
Bismarck's measure. Whilst the defeat 
of the bill will not cause any surprise 
in diplomatic circles it is impossible to 
foreshadow what the action of the 
Reichstag will finally result in. It is 
improbable ; that Bismarck, with his 
determination of character, will rest 
content until he has put forth further 
efforts to accomplish an object on which 
ho is resolved. 



City SoTTorasfo. 



Editor Colonist: — It is not my in- 
tention to enlarge now upon the great 
evils which so often follow from ne- 
glect of efficient drainage and sewei'ago, 
or to furnish a mass oF cvideuco con- 
cerning the fearful epidemics resulting 
from stagnant pools and foitid masses ; 
but to speak pi-actically on the all im- 
portant question in this citythatit may 
lead to some combined action to re- 
medy a public growing source of dis- 
ease and death. I would call attention 
to the fact, that wc do not always Cnd 
the nearest natural outlet for sewerage 
the best, or we should not hear of vast 
sums of money expended in modern 
times in such cities as Paris, and Lon- 
don. 

Here in Victoria it would be a com- 
paratively cheap and simple plan to 
take tho surface water by deep drain- 
age into the harbor, but this would not 
meet the roquiioments of tho present 
or future, and we should deal at once 
with the more difficult and efficient 
question of sewerage. 

Probably the best way would be for 
tho City Council to advertise for the 
best plan and estimate of sewerage for 
the City of Victoria; the resulting com- 
petition would no doubt produce the 
best system with a certain proposed 
expenditure. 

Tho City Surveyor should advise the 
Council as to the choice of competing 
plans, though he could scarcely be ex- 
pected with his other duties to under- 
take the work himself, and competition 
is likely to bring forth tho best system, 
as many heads are superior to one.

EUROPE. 

Berlin, March G. — In the Reichstag 
to-day the debate was concluded on tho 
first reading of the parliamentary disci- 
pline bill. After rejecting amendments 
by a large majority a proposal was 
made to refer the bill to a committee. 
Only two groups of the right voted for 
that course. The House then fixed de- 
bate on the second reading for Friday. 

Berlin', INIarch 7. — The parliamen- 
tary discipline bill hsis been rejected in 
the Reichstag. 

Berlin, March 7. — Tiio Reichstag 
to-day rejected a motion from tho con- 
servatives for rendering standing orders 
more stringent, but adopted the propo- 
sal of Baron StaufTenburg for a .com- 
mittee to report to the ilouse whether 
its regulations require modification. 

London, March 8. — A dispatch from 
Berlin says that tho rejection of the 
parliamentary discipline bill was an 
ignoininious defeat for the Government, 
Only the extreme and some of tlie mod- 
erate conservatives voted for it. Bis- 
marck watched the division with indif- 
ference. 

Berlin, March 9. — The principal 
speech in the debate on the parliamen- 
tary discipline bill in the Reichstag 
yesterday- was made by Herr Wind- 
horst, leader of the Prussian Catholic 
party, who declared tliat the clericals 
were ready to supjiort the chancellor 
in the struggle against Socialists, but 
disapproved of the means he suggested. 
Hen* Windlio'rst suggested the co-opera- 
tion of church and state in attempting 
to crush the Socialists with one hand 
and persecutions of the church with 



the other. The main force he had was 
powerless against the Socialists. He 
hoped he would not live to .see the ex- 
plosion that would follow the repres- 
sive measures. 

Berlin, March 6. — The new tobacco 
bill is likely to bo presented in the 
Reichstag before the Easter recess, and 
other tarifT bills afterwards. Liberals 
and free traders desire a compromise. 

Constantinople, March 5. — Tho 
Governor of Thessaly telegraphs that a 
band of five hundred Greeks crossed 
the frontier ajid destroyed the village 
of Kintikinter. 

Berlin, IMarch 5. — Bavaria objects 
to the adoption of an uniform railway 
tarifT as proposed by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, alleging that the- jirivileges 
which she secured when she joined the 
empire are infringed by the present at- 
tempt of the Federal Council and Leg- 
isluturc to legislate for Biwarifi. 

Pi:sTii, ]\rarch G.- -A couunittwe of 
the Au.siriiiU dclcjuLiou have ndopted a 
iesclution calling upon the Govern- 
ment to gradually reduce tho army oc- 
cupation in Bosnia to a peace footing. 

London, March 7. — Bourke, under 
foreign secretary, said in the House 
last night that the Russians were cer- 
tainly expected to evacuate Rouniania 
in tho time allottcil by the Berlin 
treaty, and as regards the entry of 
Turkish troops he would only refer to 
the treaty which said the Porto's troops 
would bo able to garrison the frontier 
and have power to enter iii event of 
disorder. 

New York, JMarch G. — Tho Frank- 
fort correspondent of the Commercial 
liullelin says the accumulation of silver 
in Austrian banks has been a nuisance 
which both the banks and the Govern- 
ment arc endeavoring to get rid of. 
Tlio people who have beeii accustomed 
to handling paper currency for tliirty 
years are unwilling to uso .silver. Since 
September 31, 132,000 . guilders in sil- 
ver coin have come' into the vaults of 
tho Austro-Hungarian Bank and they 
are almost filled to the utmost capacity. 
Various remedies have been suggested 
to call in the one and five guilder notes 
and to increase the issue of fifty guilder 
notes and thus compel tho public to ac- 
cept silver. 

Evening Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

London, March 11. — A dispatch 
dated Szegdin, S o'clock Monday, night, 
says 80,000 people are hero, including 
refugees from the country. A state of 
siege has been declared and everybody 
who is sunnnoncd is obliged to work 
on pain of death. The wind is rising 
and the water reaching under tho em- 
bankments and wants but a few inclics 
to master us. We wait the worst. 

A Berlin disjiatch maintains that 
financial measures at least will be laid 
before the present Reichstag. It is 
rumored that Dr. Lasker and other 
national liberals are about to join the 
advanced liberals. 

Berlin, March 11. — Everything 
that has occurred during tho past few 
days seems to add to the probability of 
dissolution of the Reichstag, Herr 
Delbfueck has refused to mediate be- 
tween Bistuurck and the freetraders. 
Bismarck insists upon duties on corn 
and cattle. . 

Chairman^Vrangemahn, of tho Ber- 
lin Missions Society, publicly cftlls upon 
CTormany to demand satisfaction from 
England for expelling the German 
Missionary Bruna from Natal on a 
charge of sedition. 

Geneva, March 5 — The damage by 
the storm in the Canton of Van is esti- 
mated at four million francs. In the 
Lausanne ,:district ^00,000 trees were

London, iMai-ch 6 — The German 
brig Bertha Hein, from San Francisco 
Nov. 27th, for Rio Grande de Sul, Bra-

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2.05 p.m. 
PRI^^LEaE. 

Mr. Smitho roso to correct tho report 
in the Stdiulard on Mr. Vernon's Conati- 
tion Bill vrhorein it was stated that ho 
had raised a point of order. Ho had nev- 
er risen to any such soint, but to speak 
on the question. Vlh«i*5'opo^t|wa8 uttcrl}' 
false. Mr. WalkoiS had raiscKi the point 
ijf ordor. 

Mr. Williams said ho was reported in 
The Colonist as Baying tlmt "a farmer was 
like a dog in tho manger;" ■what he said 
•was that ' 'a farmer who hold land and did 
not improve it was like v. dog iu the 
manger. " He was sorry ^;to say that in 
that dirty, lying slieot ho was never re- 
ported riglit. (Laughter and choors.) 

SCHOOL TAX AND LICENSE.S BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in moving the 
second rciiding of thia bill, said it dealt 
with tho school tax and mining licenses. 
" With reference to school tax the collector 
may have the power of levying by dis- 
tress. It was a system firat inaugurated 
by tho late collector. Tho clause referring 
to mining licenses would be no injustice 
to white men and ho thought would meet 
with the approval of all. The Chinamen, 
as a rule, never pay their licenses. 

Mr. Smithe said ho thought tho bill was 
a good one and one which had been re- 
quired for many years. His only objec- 
tion to it was clause tlu-ee, which gives 
the bill a retrospective power. Collectors 
are as much li.ablo to errors as other per- 
sons and they might have overstepped 
thoir duties in tho past and he thought it 
woidd be well to pass a bill which entirely 
referred to tho future. Thore was no 
doubt that this act would be tho means of 
collecting a larger scliool tax than hereto- 
fore, for it was well-known that China- 
men were continually escaping from tho 
. . payment of this tax. 

Mr. Galbraith said he would suggest 
that tho collector be obliged to insert the 
Chinaman's name in full on tho receipt 
and the district whore tho ■ license or 
school tax was paid. 

Mr. Evans tliought the bill a very good 
, . one and entirely agreed with the several 
i"!,'>H' clauses. The Chinamen were in the liab- 
A':'-' it of handing their licenses to one'iihothor. 
' '; Hon. Mr. Humphreys said this bill 
would confer exceptional powers on the 
collectors but ho thought this was abso- 
lutely necessary to collect tho taxes. 
Clause 3 was only to protect those collec- 
tors who had been lawfully engaged in 
collectinc these taxes; it would not apply 
to any illegal acts. 

The bill was then road a second time. 

RAILWAY. 

Mr. Mara asked if any reply had been 
received to the telegram sent by tlio 
House on tho 14th of Februai-y last. 

Mr. ,Speaker,said no answer had been 

■ .'Mr. Mora asked if any dispatches had 
been received other than those now be- 
fore the House, 
Hon. Mr. Walkem said, no! 

TAX. 

The school tax and licenses bill was 
then committed with Mr. \V. H. Brown 
in the chair. 

Clause 1. — Enabling a collector to levy 
with costs by distress for school tax. 
Passed. 

^ Clause 2. — Giving the collector power to 

levy by distress in case of any one refus- 
ing or neglecting to produce his Hconse or 
school tax receipt. 

Clause 3. All acts done and powers ex- 
orcised by and proceedings honn Jide taken 
■ for tlxe collection of these taxes shall be 
deemed to have been legally done taken 
and exercised. Passed, i',' ,:-«.. ; 

A clause was insortedns^Nb. 4 obliging 
the collector to insert the ' Chinaman's 
name in full on all mining licenses and 
school tax receipts. 

The Couunittee then roso and reported 
tho Bill complete with amendments.

''f^'" .TCONSTITUTIOW AMENDMISKT ACT,, 

' ' In committee— -Mi". Ev.ans in the chair. 

Debate was resumed on Mr. Vernon's 
amendment to clause 1. 

Mr. Smitho said it was m.inifostly just 
that Now Westminster should receive 
' inore representation than she enjoyed at 
present. No hon. member on the other 
side of tho House had attempted to sliow 
why Kootenay should continue to bo rep- 
resented — no argument had been brouglit 
forward to show that that district should 
not bo disfranchised. A comparison had 
been drawn between it and Cowichan, a 
comparison wliich was unfair and absurd. 
The district of Kootenay was in reality a 
charge of some §10,000 on the revenue of 
the countiy, a sum far in excess of tliat 
o-xpondcd in several of the agricultural 
districts. Tlie member for Kootenay 
(Mr. Galbraitli) said that he. considered 
the disfiiofc*6veWiaxed; :But ■ in ' reality all 
the real estate tax paid there last year 
was §9. (Hear, hear.) It was no more en- 
titled to representation than Omineca, a 
mining camp quite as important, The 
Minister of Finance said that interests 
"should form tho basis of representation 
and if such were tho case why should not 
that argument apply to Kootenajr'as'well' 
as to Cassiar) Taking Eaquimalt district 
with 159 voters as the basis for represen- 
tation, New Westminster with 090 electors 
had practically 531 voters not represontod 
at £UL Tho latter district contributed 
more than ten times tho revenue that Es- 
quimalt did and yet she was only 
allowed tho same number of representa- 
tives. Tho amondnicnt did not ask 
that Westminster should be represented 
as largely as a basis either of revenue or 
electors -would entitle her to, but that she 
should be permitted to have a reasonable 
share of representation. It was _ quite 
possible — nay, probable— that a dissolu- 
tion of tho House would take place short- 
ly, for thore was not the least likelihood 
of railway construction being commenced 
in tho Province by the first day of May. 
In face of the separation threat the Gov- 
ernment would have to take some action, 
and yet with dissolution near at hand 
Kootenay was to bo allowed for another 
term with her 15 voters (but no interest 
identical with tho rest of the Province) to 
return one member, whilst New West- 
minster, with its possible 1,000 or 1,500 
voters, would be roproscntod by only two 



members. If hon., gentlemen opposite 
would, attempt to show that what tho 
amendment asked was unfair then some 
slight satisfaction might bo felt, but no 
such argument was adduced— a fact which 
showed that the Government relied solely 
on their numerical support to accomplish 
tkoir ends. 

Hon. Mr. Humplireys said in reply that 
the amendment should not receive the 
sanction of the House, because at tho last 
general election the people had rejected 
its provisions. If tho House passed it 
hon. members -would cease to bo a reflex 
of public opinion. If Cassiar had no rep- 
resentative it was the fault, not of tho 
present, but of the late Government. 
There was nbthingVat present to justify a 
general re-distiribution of seats. It was 
not the intention of the Government to 
go one inch further than was designated 
in the bill and he hoped no further de- 
bate would be deemed nooessary. 

5Ir. Gallagher said ho thanked Mr. 
Smitho for stating that Cowichan could 
not he compared with Kootenay, for such 
a comparison would be odious. (Laughter,) 
The statement that there vroro only 15 
votoi-s at Kootenay was incorrect as there 
were really 29. (Laughter.) The loader 
of the Opposition knew "tlumdering well" 
(renewed laughter) that that was the 
proper number. 

Mr. Bennett supported the amendment, 
feeling assured that it must recommend 
itself to the good sense of tho House and 
country. He was aware that people who 
paid taxes should bo represented, but ho 
could not agi-co that undeveloped resources 
should bo represented to tho detriment of 
districts which had developed intercst.s, 
nor could he admit that so fewjColectors 
as wore on the Kooten.aj' list should be 
permitted to return a member all to 
themselves. 

Mr. Abrams opposed tho amendment. 

Mr. McGillivray .naid that lie was sur- 
prised to hear tho Provincial Secretary 
state that the main issue at tho last elec- 
tion had beon' tho ObnBtitUtbn'vbill. vHe 
was prepared to admit that a' question 
was raised as to tlio proper number of 
members, and he would now state that he 
did not consider full justice could be done 
to tho entire Province without a thorough 
redistrictiiig and redistribution. He was 
surprised when tho bill was intraduced at 
the ignorance displayed by certain hon. 
members, especially those for Victoria 
district, and it occurred to him that, in 
the interest of tho country, tho Capital 
should bo removed to some more central- 
ly located place on tho mainland. (Hoar 
and laughter). 

Hon. Mr, Beaven said . that tho House 
had been :{^asolvod;^CHd,tIieiqi|te^^^ ^rop- 
resentation and that the reason tho last 
speaker did not know it was l)ocausu he 
wa'inot a member of tho lust Houhu; he 
proceeded to accuse tlio leader of tho Op- 
position of ingratitude in bolitthng Koot- 
enay, and iiasorted that it was through 
tho vote and support of that district that 
the Elliott Government had gained power. 

Mr. Han'is said tho state of tho Prov- 
ince was at tho present time so fluctuating 
that ho thought a redistribution alunild 
be postponed until tho end of tho present 
term when a bettor .and more equitable 
representation would probably bo ob- 
tained. Ho had always contended that 
New Westminster district was entitled to 
increased rein-esentation, .and ho w.as sur- 
priaud that the leader of tlio Opposition 
should have misunderstood his remarks 
tho other day. He would support tho 
amendment and always do all in his power 
to uphold the district he represented, al- 
though it in reality did not require to bo 
upheld as figures and facts spoke for 
themselves. 

Mr. Galbraith opposed tho amendment 
and quoted copiously from figures in sup- 
port of Kootenay as compared with Cow- 
ich.an. He accused the late Government 
of sending a surveyor to Kootenay to sur- 
vey tho site for a bridge at a cost of .52,- 
500; but this w.as fl-hcn tho district re- 
turned supporters of the late Govern- 
ment. The hon. member proceeded to 
dilate upon the value of the resources of 
the district and asserted that the reforms 
brought about by;; himself . and:; cblloaguo 
had saved tlid Govemmcnt the sum of 
?2,600 per .innum. 

Mr. Helgesen thought it unfair to cut 
off a large portion of tho country and 
throw it, as it wore, to the winds. Koot- 
enay had its ups and downs, and at one 
time v/as thickly populated aiul might 
shortly bo prosperous again. 

Mr, Wilson said that the proposition to 
totally disfranchise so largo a district as 
Kootenay was simply monstrous. No one 
could deny that the district had many 
resdurcea. The hon. gentleman then re- 
ferred to Yale district and quoted from 
several botanical and other reports to 
show that the land in tho district was 
sterile and of little value. Ho thought 
it possible that a largo mountain slide 
might take place at any moment and, fill- 
ing up the river, render Yale district a 
laigelake. Ho saw no pro^bility of an 
increaao'in the population' of the' district 
and believing tho land capable of support- 
ing only a few settlors, ho would move in 
amendment to take one member from tho 
District instead of Kootenay and give it 
to New Westminster district. 

Mr. Smithe said tho. last speaker was 
never so happy as whoa he'was^refloctiiig 
on outlying districts of the Province. 
His quotations were unfair and he well 
knew ho could, if ho thouglit fit, quote 
from reports which wore just as favorable 
to the district as those he had read wore 
unfavorable. (Hear,) IMr. Dawson of 
tho Dominion Geological Survey had 
stated that Cherry Creek alone was cap- 
able of contcaining a dense pop'.ilation. 
The value of Nicola Valley, Spillamachcen 
and Okanagan was also inestimable to 
the Province and it was apparent that the 
hon. member had singled out the defects 
of the district simply for the purpose of 
running it down, Thoro was just as much 
likelihood of a tidal wave sweeping Vic- 
toria city out of existence .as tlinrowafi of a 
mountain sliding into Thompson Kiver 
and swamping Yale district. Ho (Mr. 
Smithe) then alluded to Mr. Galbraith 's 
iiaB«fciona;;'Mf to 'the krge herds * of ' cattle 
in Kootonay"dis'tri(!t tind'said that it was 
not long since he (Mr. G.) came to the 
treasury and asked for a refund of a 
drover's license for a band of cattlp com- 
ing across the line. (Hear.) Continuing, 
ho (Mr. Smitho) said it was unfair to ac- 
cuse absent gentlemen of being elected for 
Kootenay to support any party. Mr. 
Vowell, who had been .accused of being 
elected as .a supporter of tho Walkem 
Government, had denied m the floor of 
tho House that such was the case and his 
word was worthy of credence. He thought 
the Government should bo ashamed of al- 
luding to tho election of Mr. Galbraith. 

Sir. Walkcin — The whole aft'air was 
most discreditable on the part of tho late 
Government. 

Mr. Smitho — Read tho evideuco taken 
before tho Royal Commission. It speaks 
for itself and discloses the most unblush- 
ing bribery and corruption. So corrupt .a 
district sliould be disfranchised entirely. 
Ho (Mr. Smitho) then proceeded to deny 
that tho disfranchisement of Kootenay 
had been made a tost question at tho last 
election and asserted that tho question 
had boei) whether tho number of members 



should be increased from 25 to 3.3. It 
was simply because tho Government were 
not prepared to do what was right, not 
because their hands were tied, that they 
introduced the present measuro. They 
were at perfect liberty, and they knew it, 
to add two members to the number of rep- 
resentatives. Tho question then arises. 
Shall Kootonaj- in case of a general elec- 
tion with its 15 voters have as much say 
as New Westminster with its 800 voters? 
It was manifestly unfair that this disparity 
should continue. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that not one 
now remark had como from tho hon. gon- 
tlom.an. It had been a case of boro! boro! 
all the time. A great deal had been said 
about bribery in Kootenay, but he thought 
the least said about this tho better for tho 
late Government, A most cruel and un jus- 
tifiable;|a^tad| ' had been made on the 
senior memb'ec for Kootenay, and though 
he must strongly object to those person- 
alities yet ho felt that tho hon, gentleman 
was perfectly justified in rising and retal- 
iating. 

Tho committee' then roso and asked 
leave to sit again. '^..l-i-'iiuL . » -■ ' 

This bill was i-ead'a third time and 

passed. 

KK.N'T.S AMI) I)ISTnE.S.SE.S. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom moved for a recom- 
mittal of tho bill to insert clause 4 as fol- 
lows: "Incase no sufiicient distress can 
be had tho Justice shall, by, warrant un- 
der hiahand'OTdseiJrcom^^ 
to the common gaoV within the limits of 
his jurisdiction, thoro to remain until tho 
order or judgment is satisfied." which 
had been struck out. Tho clause was to 
l)rovcut extortion which itself is punish- 
able as a criminal olleucu. 

Mr. Smitho said that his only objection 
was that it was really committing a man 
to gaol for debt, the term of imprison- 
ment being unlimited. Ho bad no ob- 
jection to impo.sing a penalty, but thought 
that this was much too severe, for in caso 
of the non-payment of the money the 
man might bo imprisoned for tho term of 
his natural life. He was perfectly will- 
ing to assist tho hon. gentleman and pro- 
posed th.it the term should notexcocd two 
year.-?. 

Hon. J.Ir. Walkem said ho would alter 
the clause with tho consont of the House 
BO that a man should not bo imprisoned 
for more than two months for every §30. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The House then wont into couunittee 
\. !tli Ivlr. neiiuett in the chair. 

As tho preparation of tho ameiulmont 
of the clause would take some time the 
comniitteo roso and reported, and tho 
House adjourned till 2 p. ni. on Wednes-

nostructlon of Muirhoad Ss Claim's 
Sash and Soor Factory. 

The tho al.Arm at 9 o'clock last night 
was -caused by the burning of Messrs. 
Muirhead & Slann's sash and door factory 
situate at the junction of Store and Dis- 
covery streota. Some twenty minutes bo- 
fore the alarm was sounded a light was ob- 
served in the lower part of the building 
by people residing in the vicinity of Rock 
Bay, but tho circumstance wiis not con- 
sidered unusual as it lias been tho custom 
to burn sawdust near Sayward's lumber 
mill. Th« fire department responded 
with alacfily to the alarm, but when tho 
engines reached tho neighborhood of the 
structure it was enveloped in flames and 
it was at once evident that any eflorts to 
save the building or its contents would be 
futile. Tho energies of the fire- 
men wore therefore directed to 
prevent tho flames spreading to valu- 
able lumber stacked near.tiiojfftctory and 
to arrest their progress tbwar'Ss Sayward's 
mill. Although some delay nusued before 
the fii'.^t atioani of water was thrown 
these eflorts were finally crowned with 
success, not, however, until tho factor}- 
which had boon buming with great fierco- 
noas became a total wreck, and at 9:30 — 
just half an' hour after; the alarm— had 
fallen to the ground with a crash. Whilst 
tho flames porformed their work of devas- 
tation the sky was illumined for miles 
around by a vivid glare, myriads of sparks 
floating in the atmosphere above the 
heads of tho largo crowd which had 
gathered, and frequently burning 
shingles being carrried in tho cur- 
rent to an incredible distance. 
Tho factory, which was fitted with 
tho most modern machinoiy, was ox- 
collontly appointed in every other respect. 
Both it and its contents wero, however, 
uninsured and tho lo.ss, which is roughly 
estimated at from §35,000 to §10,000 will 
fall heavily on Messrs. INIuirhead it 
Mann, who by integrity and poraoveronoe 
wero enabled to erect the line building 
and carry on an extensive business.

.$150,000] to continue the survey and 
tidla observations at tho /:bar of the 
Columbia river, .$5,000. The senate 
also reported npj^itejns . i)roviding for 
accurate surveys 'of ' "Alsea harbor and 
bar and the Umpqua river. Other Pa- 
cific coast items in tlie House bill re- 
main unchanged, except that on motion 
of Sargont^'.tbp senate inserted the re- 
quirement that the $G,000 granted for 
the continued improvoment of Oakland 
harbor should be returned to the U. S. 
treasury on the Ist day of ne.xt Julv, 
unless tho right of tho United States 
to the bed of the estuary and training 
walls be .secured at tliat time free of 
expense to tho government, by making 
the dato September 1st instead of July 
1st.
